This Eclipse will be visibte throughout the United States, excepting the Nerth-western 
corner of the Oregon Territory; also throughout Mexico, Texas, West Indies, Great Britain, 
Ireland and Iceland; together with the southern part of Greenland, the nerthern part of 
South America, and the Western parts of Europe and Africa. [t wiil be central and annn- 
lar on the meridian in latitude 25° 21’ North, and longitude 74° 31’ West from Greenwich, or | 
30’ West from the meridian of New York. Magnitude at London, 3.32 digits. 

II. There will be.an Eclipse of the Sun on the 20th of October, at the time of New Moon 
in the morning, invisible in America. The Eclipse will be visible through the greater part of 
Africa and of Australia. The central Eclipse (which will be annular) will commence in 
Africa in latitude 6° 44’ North, and longitude 0° 32' West from Greenwich, and terminate in 
Australia in lat. 23° 51’ South, and long. 126° 5’ East. In its progress it will cross the north- 
ern part of Madagascar, and be central and annular on the meridian in lat. 189 22’ South, and 
long. 58° 41’ East from Greenwich. Magnitude of the Eclipse at the Cape of Good Hope, 
1.69 digit on the Sun’s northern limb.

How To FORETELL THE WeatTHER.— We have never seen many people 
who could always answer truly, “ what will be the weather to-morrow,” yet 
there are signs that are useful to sailors and farmers, and pretty correct prog- 
nostics are formed by attentive observers. Even the unbelievers of old were 
~ Sabet to be judges of the coming weather, though stupid in regard to spizit- § 
ual signs, 

A few general rules will be named for young haymakers. When the wind 
is south, or east of south, look out for bad hay weather; it will rain in twelve § 
#| hours, even though there was a draught. When the sunsets ina cloud, don’t § 
b| leave much hay in winrows.

Pisease in Cows.—Mr. John Richardson of Connecticut, inquires the name 
of, and remedy for a disease which has lately broken out among milch cows, 
which is described as follows: “The first symptom is a stiffness of the 
limbs, which increases till the animal is hardly able to walk. The feet ap- 
pear feverish, the hoofs grow long or shrivel up, the animal appears weak 
aeross the hips, rises with difficulty, is soon very poor and of little worth 
through the season. Some have died, but they generally recruit in the fall 
after becoming dry.’ From this description we cannot say what the disease 
is, and are therefore unable to prescribe a remedy. ‘ 

The same writer inquires what are warbles.in cattle. ‘They are worms in 
the skin, produced from eggs deposited by. a species of gad-fly { Estrus bovis). 
Every farmer has seen them, The cattle dread the fly, and may frequently 
be seen running to the woods or bushes to avoid its attacks. ‘The worms 
seem to occasion the cattle but little inconvenience, excepting tnat when they 
are nearly full grown, and are exposed to cold storms, their backs sometimes 
become sore from water soaking into the holes which the worm makes for 
its egress in the skin.—Albany Cultivator. - # 
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To forward the growth of vegetables, whether cucumbers, melons, &c., 
take a turnip—scoop out the inside, and fill the cavity with rich and fine 
earth; sow the seeds and place in a warm part of the house.

swine, and feeds them so wel!. that he can bring the pigs dropped early in the | 
| spring to weigh from 200 to 300 lbs.,in December and January. Let people | 
say what they will about the necessity of having old hogs to makea thick cut | 
of clear pork cn the ribs for packing, we know this is all gammon. We have | 
seen many a pig fed well from his birth, that would weigh full 250 lbs., and | 
cut four inches thick of clear perk on his sides, at nine to ten months old, and ! 

| have heard of others weighing 300 ibs., and cutting five inches. Now this is 
| ail that is necessary for the navy or Boston fishermen, and more than is desir- 
|| able by consumers in general. Our best market abroad for pork is England, | 
and the people there prefer it from hogs weighing not over 175 to 200 Ibs., and | 
that lean be mixed with the fet. We would never winter anything but breed- | 
ers of the swine family, and the moment the pigs were dropped we would 
commence shoving them with feed till ready for the knife. The farmer who | 
pursues this course will make from 30 to 60 per cent. more on his pork than | 
|| those who winter their spring pigs. As for autumn pigs we would not have | 
them. Let the sows breed but once a-year. 
Three or four years ago we prophesied that the low price of pork would | 
soon make it scarce, and now it is a fact; and by-and-by, when choice boars | 
will be wanted to improve the breed they cannot be had, for cur farmers are | 
growing careless again in their stock. We advise all those who have good | 
hogs to keep them so. Don’t sell and fat the best; keep them for breeders, and | 
fat and sell the poorest. In this way one will be continually improving, and | 
in any event he will have a good breed on hand, always ready for his own use 
and the benefit of a careless neighbor.

Spring Work in the Orchard—There is a bad practice abroad of pruning be- 
fore the leaves are out. English books direct to prune in February, and we 
suspect that the custom sprang up at the East from the eld country example. 
There is no better month in the year to prune, than that month in which the 
tree is making most wood. It is plain that the sooner a wound heals the bet- 
ter; and equally plain, that a tree which is growing will heal a wound quick- 
er than an inactive tree. All the matter which goes from the weod, or to 
form the granulations by which a cut heals, comes from the downward cur- 
rent of sap, or sap which has been elaborated in the leaf. Of course when 
_the tree has the most leaves, and the leaves are preparing the greatest quan- 
tity of proper or elaborated sap, that is the time for pruning, because it 
is the time for healing. In this climate we have preferred the last of May 
for spring pruning, and the last of August for summer pruning—the exact 
week varying as the season is forward or backward. 
instead of pruning at this early period, let trees be thoroughly scraped and 
scoured. A three sided scraper, such as butchers use to clean their blocks 
with, or any convenient implement, may be applied to the trunk and large 
branches with a force sufficient to take off the dry, dead bark. Only this is 
to be removed. Take soft soap and reduce it by urine to the consistence of 
paint. With a stiff shoe-brush rub the whole trunk and the limbs as far up 
as is practicable. The bark will grow smooth and glossy ; insects’ eggs will 


be entirely destroyed ; all moss and furgous vegetation removed, and the bark. 


stimulated and made healthier. This is better than any whitewash, and just 
as convenient. 

Lime is better used as follows: Remove the earth from the trunk, and put 
half a peck to each tree. Every spring spread and dig in the old lime, and 
put new in its place. Unleached ashes are good to be dug in around a tree. 
If your soil is caleareous—full of lime—these applications are not needful. 
Thoroughly rotted manure, or better yet, black vegetable mould, may be dug 
in liberally, and will supply the soil with nutriment, and the roots will find 
their way in it with great facility. When a tree is manured, remember that 
the ends only of the roots take up nourishment, and that the ends of the roots 
are net found close by the trunk. We eften see heaps of manure piled about 
the trunk, and the ends of the reots are three yards or more distant from it— 
ind.

Calves with Sheep.— We have eften recommended the keeping of calves with 
sheep, as we have found it an excellent plan, and highly approved of by oth- 
ers who have tried it. In this way there is less trouble, and the calves keep in 
fine condition upon the coarse part of the fodder which the sheep leave. In 
such eases calves are never afflicted with vermin, and if any are on them be- 
fore they will soon disappear after the calves are among the sheep. Sheep 
are usually provided with a good shelter in winter, and the calves will seek 
the warmest part of it in cold weather. This plan will not do for those who 

keep sheep without water in winter, unless the calves have extra attention in 
this respect.

FARMER’S WORK FOR SEPTEMBER. 


From the Ist to the 20th of this month, isa proper time for sowing wheat 
in the northern States. If put in before, excessive heat and drought prevent 
early and rapid germination, which is desirable, and exposes it when up to 
the ravages of the Hessian fly. If sown later, the plant seldom acquires 
sufficient depth and strength of root to stand the frost heaving of winter, and 
it is more liable to mildew or rust in the following summer. 

Pull your white beans and hang them up to dry. Now get in corn-stalks, 
and secure them from rain. Let no drones rob your bees. This is the best 
time of the year to prune maple, pine, and walnut-trees. 

Be kind to the poor and industrious, for riches often come by chance, and 
the wearied laborer is often obliged to lie down upon his hard couch with- 
out a crust to put to his jaws. Complete harvesting the grain and if there 
be much of it, thrash it out with a machine in the field. This saves carting 
and waste, and wheat generally bears as good price now as at any time here- 
after. A bushel in ten is thus saved which would otherwise Le lost in six 
months, besides 3 per cent in interest.

W hitewash.—There is nothing which’so much improves the appearance of 
j| a house and the premises as the painting and white-washing the tenement 

and fences. The following recipe for white-washing has been found by ex- 
perience’ to answer the same on wood, brick or stone, as oil paint, and is 
much cheaper :— ; 
i} Recipe.—Take half a bushel of unslacked lime and slack it with boiling 
1; hot water, covering it during the process. Strain it and add a peck of salt 
s| dissolved in warm water, three pounds of ground rice boiled to 2 thin paste, 
|, putin boiling hot, half-a-pound of powdered Spanish whiting, and a pound of 
clear glue, disolved in warm water. Mix, and let it stand for several days. 
Then keep it in a kettle on a portable furnace, and put on as hot as possible, 
with a painter’s or a whitewash brush.

Preparation of Seed W keat.—By sieves of suitable size the largest and best 
grain may be separated; by washing in water light seeds, of various kinds, 
and the lightest grain will swim and may be skimmed off. By adding salt to 
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the water, which will increase its specific gravity, ali imperfect grains, barley — 


and oats, will rise te the surface. Then it will be well to steep the seed a day 
or two in salt water; after which add half a peck of fresh slacked lime to a 
bushel of grain, mix thoroughly, that every kernel may become coated with 
lime. Let it remain halfa day or a night after liming, and then sow. The 
salt and lime are a remedy against smut, as has been proved in numerous 
cases. We have never known it to fail, though unprepared seed sown at the 
same time beside the limed has been very smutty.— Cultwator. 





High Racks to feed Horses-—At a meeting of the Farmers’ Club in New Hl 


York, several of the gentlemen, as related by the Farmer and Mechanic, ob- 
served that cough was caused in horses, by feeding them in high racks. 


Thomas Hancock, who served ten years in the British cavalry, remarked, | 


that his troop lost annually nine horses from blindness, caused by obliging 
them to reach up for their feed. When fed from troughs, the loss ceased. 

An elevated position of the head, such as is rendered necessary by a high 
rack, is certainly not natural, nor favorable for easy and, quiet feeding—and 


that it should cause cough and other diseases is reasonable to suppose; and if ig 


sustained by such facts as are mentioned above, should be abandoned. 





Management of Cows.—A writer in the Connecticut Farmer says that the 
i| feed of cows should be improved for two or three weeks before calving. Too 
| much of an increase in feed should not be adopted, nor too long beforehand, 
t-as there is danger from such a course.

Method of Preserving Grapes—Take a cask or barrel, inaccessible to the ex- 
ternal air, and put into it a layer of bran, dried in an oven, or of ashes well 
dried and sifted. Upon this, place a layer of grapes well cleaned, and gath- 
ered in the afternoon of a dry day, before they are perfectly ripe. Proceed 
thus with alternate layers of bran and grapes, till the barrel is full, taking 
care that the grapes do not touch each other, and to let the last layer be of 
bran; then close the barrel, so that the air may net be able to penetrate, 
which is an essentia! point. Grapes thus packed, will keep nine or even 
twelve months. To restore them to their freshness, cut the end of the stalk 
of each bunch of grapes, and put that of white grapes into red wine, as you 
would put flowers into water, to revive or keep them fresn. 
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Yeast Caxres.—Put two handsful of hops to three quarts of water, to |f 
4; which add, if you like, a couple of potatoes. When the potatoes are done, |f 
| mash them in a pan with a sufficient quantity of flourto form a thick batter |f 
after the liquor is strained on to it. When nearly cool, add a teacup of good | 
homemade or brewer's yeast, and keep warm till it becomes light. As soon if 
as it is risen, add Indian meal till quite hard. Form into a roll of a few inches |f 
diameter, which cutin thin slices and put in a moderately warm place to dry. 
This yeast has the advantage of all others in this particular, it may be laid | 
aside in bags and will keep sweet duting warm weather. When you wish | 
them for use, soak them thoroughly in milk-warm water, and take three or 
four for two common-sized loaves. |

A Curar Parnt.—Take one bushel of unslacked lime and slack it with 
cold water; when slacked, add to it 20 lbs. of Spanish whiting, 17 lbs. of 
#| salt, and 12 Ibs. of sugar. Strain this mixture through a wire sieve, and it 

will be fit for use after reducing with cold water. This is intended forthe |f 
outside of buildings, or where it is exposed to the weather. In order to give | 
a good color, three coats are necessary on brick, and two on wood. It ma 
be laid on with a brush similar to whitewash. Each coat- must have suffi- 
cient time to dry before the next is applied. For painting inside walks, take 
as before, 1 bushel of unslacked lime, 3 lbs. of sugar, 5 lbs. salt, and prepare 
as above, and apply with a brush. -I have used it on brick, and find it well 
calculated to preserve them—it is far preferable to oil paint. I have used it 
on wood, and assure you that it will last longer on rough siding than oil paint 
will on planed siding or boards. You can make any color you please. If jf 
you wish straw color, use Yellow Ochre instead of whitening; for lemon |§ 
color, Ochre and Chrome Yellow} for lead and slate color, Lampblack; for 
blue, Indigo; for green, Chrome Green. The different kinds of paint will 
not cost more than one-fourth as much as oil paints, including the labor of 
putting on.
